Times were 
dull, and Hie new gambling law had made 
fieopie suspicious.

Longfellow Lost to the Turf. 
IHE OPINION OF A VETERAN HORSEMAN. 
Waterily 
correspondents and others, 
who know little or nothing about horse* ou 
the turf, have been w riting letters of late to 
the provincial press, stating that Longfellow 
wa* again all right, aud was taking Iii* gal­ 
lop* a* usual—when in fact the hoise is hope- 
lessly lame, aud can never again appear on 
the turf, 
A corres|H>ndeut of the Spirit of the 
Times, well known as a horseman of ability 
and experience, whoso judgment is entitled to 
great respect, writes on tins interesting sub­ 
ject a* follows: 
I have just returned from the four*', where 
I have been a daily visitor since the contest 
between Harry Bassett and Longfellow. .Since 
then I have seen Longfellow ut least twice a 
day, and have frequently aud carefully made 
examinations, to ascertain the nature aud 
cause of his lameness, aud have also anxious­ 
ly watched the progress of his improvement, 
which, though somewhat slow, is gradual. 
He can now, yet not confidently, staud for 
a short time upon bis left fore leg, which is the 
sent of the disaster. 
The leg is battled two or 
three times a day with col I water, and Ii.* 
journey to the well for that purpose, afloat 
thirty yards from the s table, too plainly iud! 
cates the extent and severity of his injury. 
I 
hazard but little in expressing my thorough 
conviction that Longfellow is hopeteoaly, irre­ 
vocably “broken down." I have been inform­ 
ed by reliable authority that two or three days 
before the race lie “pulled up" lame afte r ids 
exercise, and that was not an unusual occur­ 
rence.
